IVhy It Was Done. 


Boston, Sept. 28.—The executive com- 


mittee of the Democratic state commit- 
tee has issued a statement to the Demo- 
crats of the state in explanation of its 
action in requiring that delegates to the 
national convention should be chosen at 
the recent convention. It explains that 
the last legislature made a provision for 
the holding oC caucuses in the state, and 
prescribed that only one official can cm 
should be held by any political party for 
state or national purposes. It claims 
that this law compelled the state com- 
mittee to include in its call for there:er,t 
state convention the election of dele- 
gates to chcqse the delegates to next 
year's national convention. Such elec- 
tion in the spring is not now authsrizsd 
by the caucus provision of the state law. 
The state committee considers that the 
action of the convention is a satisfac- 
tory verdict upon its p»licy.

''Great Britain has the power to work

Upon 
the conclusion of war, which must be 
unflinching i^ order to be effective, Brit- 
ish control must be absolute over all 
South Africa, in Cape Colony, Natal and 
other sections. Half 
measures would 


only prolong unrest and produce more 
disturbances. 


"I have known the Boers as well as any 


man. I have lived among them and I 
have fought them. To exist peacefully 
so close to them is an utter imDO?sibility. 
Negotiations are well enough in their 
way, but British control of the Trans- 
vaal must comp eventually. For years 
the Boers have been crying. 'Throw the 
outlander into the sea' and 'Out with 
him.' Possibly they are not ?o virile as 
during the last war, but there is little 
difference.

The Irish cutter can be 
described as a vessel with a Brittania 
body and a Defender fin and lead, includ- 
ing the latter's rocker keel, but w i t h 
greater draught than either. There Is 
nothing particularly handsome, about 
the cutter's lines, except that they are 
all curves, there being no straight or.ea 
except from the turn of the guardboarcls 
to the lead. 


In comparison with Columbia, Sham- 


rock is fuller bodied, especially amid- 
ships, with about a foot more beam and 
with a draught about 10 inches greater. 
Her overhangs are shorter, so that the 
lines of her hull are not so well carried 
out as in Columbia, and, being &hort, in- 
crease the K«k 
of bulkiness. Then, 


again, she is higher sided than Columbia. 
She has a rocker keel like Defender, that 
is, her lead keel is rounded up Hke that 
of the '95 champion, but a little more at 
the bow than the latter. Her lead k*el 
is about as thick as Columbia's, but not 
nearly so deep. From 4% to 5 feet is a 
fair estimate, while the aup defende-'s 
is about eight feet. The lead on the k<?"l 
weighs about 15 tons less than Columbia, 
or about 80 tons, but as it is about five 
feet longer than the latter's, or about "Z 
feet, and not nearly so deep, it puts, the 
ballast lower and therefore gives Sham- 
rock fully as much, if not greater, sta- 
bility. 


Shamrock carries more sail than Co- 


lumbia, as her mast is stepped about two 
feet further aft, "giving her more head- 
sail, while the mainsail is also larger 
than the cup defender's. Shamrock's 
amidships 
sections 
are • continuous 


curves from the deck lines to the tu'n 
of the garboard-: Her bilge harder s 
greatly at the quarter, just opposite <o 
the Columbia's, and gives one the ir-- 
pression that it will retard her progress 
in sailing. Amidships Columbia has a 
line almost straight from the, bilsre -to 
garboard. giving her a flatter floor, while 
Shamrock is full-and round. 


When the lead keel was exposed it was 


found to be unlike Columbia's in that it 
is unprotected by bronze. It is paintf-d 
with some sort of red composition to pio- 
tect it from the action of the salt ^aLer, 
but the crew had considerable work in 
cleaning off the slimy coating. 


When the hull of the Irish cutter had 


been well scrubbed the crew commenced 
putting up a staging about the craft and 
will use electric polishers on her metallic 
sides. 


Captain Kane, who sails with Mr. 


Iselin on Columbia in all her races in an 
advisory capacity, said, after taking- a 
good look at Shamrock: "She resembles 
the defender in general appearance, but 
her lines aft are not as fine as Columbia's. 
From her bilge to the overhang the lines 
are more abrupt. Her bilges are well 
rounded, and the lead seems to be very 
low down. Taken all in all she seems to 
be a good looking boat, but I think not as 
fast as Columibia." 


Dr. J. C- Barron of the New Tork 


Yacht club, and one of the best- of our 
racing yachtsmen, said: "I am rather 
disappointed in Shamrock's underbody. 
I don't see that she is any radical de- 
parture from the modern fin keel boat. 
Her lines are harder, much harder, th°.n 
I expected. They dertainly have got the 
lead down at the lowest possible joint." 


George Drakely of the New Tork and 


Atlantic Yacht clubs said: "I must say 
I am very much disappointed with li?r. 
She's nothing like as graceful a boat as 
the Columbia. Her lines are hard and 
the two upier steel plates lapping over 
tne bronze offer a lot of resistance that 
will not do her a bit of good .when she 
lies over in sailing."

Given Olympia as She Moves 


Dp to Her Anchorage. 


Noisy Demonstration Became 


Almost Continuous 


Thrilling Scenes Witnessed by Thou- 


sands at Tompkinsville. 


Chicago Arrives From Us Southern Trip, With 


Admiral Howison on Board. 


New York. Sept. 28.—The Olympia left 


her anchorage in the lower bay at 9.06 
Wednesday forenoon and started for the 
naval anchorage off Thnmpklnsville. 
The forts gave forth noisy greetings 
and 
ferryboats and railroad engir.es 


turned their boilers loose through the 
whistle valves. 
Persons aboard the 


various crafr yelled at the lop of their 
voices, the whistles screamed unceas- 
ingly, and the weird screech of thf sirens 
made up a terrible din. Through this

welcoming 
sounds 
the 


Olympia moved slowly, 
dipping her 


colors and replying to gun salutes, while 
the admiral waved his acknowledgment 
to the cheering crowds. As the flagship 
came to anchor, craft farther up the bay 
took up the noise and whistles sounded 
far up the Hud-son and on both sides of 
the river.

Meantime the Dolphin, with Assistant 


Secretary of the Navy Allen aboard, had 
hurried down to the Olympia. 
The 


Dolphin flew the flag of.the assistant sec- 
retary, and Mr. Allen was conveying to 
Admiral Dewey the greetings and com- 
pliments of President McKinley. 
He 


went aboard in a launch, and was re- 
ceived at the gangway by the admiral 
himself. 
The marine guard at present 


arms was mustered aft, and as ho came 
over the side drum ruffles and bugle 
flourishes sounded in his honor. 
The 


assistant secretary's flag was hoisted 
to the main top, but as soon as the greet- 
ings had been exchanged, at Mr. Allen's 
request it was hauled down, and Mr. 
Allen remained aboard as the private 
guest of the admiral. 
An officer from 


Fort Hancock shortly afterward came 
aboard the Olympia, .j ^-voy the for- 
mal welcome of the army, and then a 
few minutes after 9, just as the tide 
turned flood, the Olympia weighed an- 
chor and began her Journey up the bay. 


The tugs and harbor craft which had 


been hovering about for hours fell into 
her wake and puffed up behind her. 
Every vessel she passed gave her a 
ealute, and as the shipping increased 
thr noisy demonstration became almost 
continuous. 
Tho figure 
of Admiral 


Dewey was in full relief .vrnmst tr^ sky 
as he stood upon the bridge chatting with 
Assistant Secretary Allen and a group 
of officers. 
He occasionally turned nnd 


«mlled and bowed to the noisy voluntary 


Ship after ship took its turn in doing 


honor to the admiral, as the Olympia 
swept up the line of floating fortresses. 
Admiral Dewey from the bridge ac- 
knowledged each salute with a wave of 
his cap. 
He alone of all the officers of 


the li*-et was in fatigue uniform. 
As the 


Olympia swept by the New York, the last 
ship in the column, the full marine band 
aboard the Olympia played the "E! Cap- 
it.in" march, and the spectators on the 
excursion fleet cheered. 
The sLipp^rs 


turned loose their whistles and sirens 
Everything that could make a noise in 
the harbor joined. 
Farther than ears 


could hear, the steam jets of the whistles 
on craft lying at the battery and up the 
North and East rivers could be seen as 
they screamed their welcome. 
In a 


few moments, the sharp rattle of the 
anchor chain was heard, as the Olym- 
pia's anchor catted from its bed into the 
water. 
Then came the admiral and 


captains' from all the ships, trooping in 
their swift vi ater carriages, to pay their j 
respects to the nation's hero. 
First, 


Kear Admiral Howison, with his aides, 
splendid in gold braid, arrived. As they 
•canne aboard they were given the honors 
due tluir rank. 
Admiral Dewey wa= | Baltimore 


still in fatigue uniform when he received 
his old class-mate at 
the gangway. 


There was a cordial smile a.nd a hearty 
handshake, with a "How are you, How- 
ison" that thrilled the spectators. 
The 


official visits to the Olympia lasted for 
over an hour. 


Meantime scores of rowboats, tugs, 


launches and yachts formed about her, 
many with relatives or sweethearts or ' 
friends aboard. 
Almost the first to ' 


make the gangway was the Narkeeta. | 
with Admiral Dewey's relatives. 
The i 


party was given a warm greeting, and 
taken to the cabin. 
One officer was so 


overjoyed at the sight of the wife he 
had not seen for 23 months, that he 
rushed down the gangway and kissed her 
in the presence of 10,000 peoplf. 
Some of 


the visitors had flowers for the admiral 
and more good things for the crew. 
One 


man presented the crew with a rowboat 
load of watermelons.

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How America Will Receive the 


Hero of Manila Bay—The 


Olympiads Reception 
, 


at New York, 


S 


INCE that historic spring, 
2,000 


years ago, when all Rome impa- 
tiently awaited the return of the 


great Caius Julius Csesar and his vic- 
torious legions from the battlefields of 
Numidia no great nation has ever pre- 
pared to welcome home a conquering 
hero as America is now making ready 
to welcome Dewey. 


From Csesar to Dewey is a far call, 


yet there is much in the home coming 
of our great admiral that suggests one 
of those ancient 
triumphs 
of 
the 


Csesars. Nor was Julius of Rome alto- 
gether unlike George of Vermont. Both 
\vere men of the heroic mold—scant of 
words, but terrible in action. 
Both, 


under'the wing of the eagle, left their 
native lands to glorify the home of 
their birth in foreign warfare, and both 
were the darlings of their fellow citi- 
zens. 


There will not, however, be fierce 


gladiatorial contests in New York city 
when the Olympia comes home, nor 
will every poor citizen of the republic 
receive a portion of grain and money, 
as did the populace of Rome during 
each of those old imperial city tri- 
umphs. 
The jackies of the Olympia 


will not walk on purple cloth and there 
•will be no rumbling of war chariots up 
and 
down 
Broadway. But 
certain 


things there will be which would have 
made those primitive old Roman civites 
sick with envy had they once beheld 
the like. 


Just what these things are is no easy 


task to enumerate. 
The American 


mind is an inventive one. and the 
American carries his ingenuity into all 
walks of life. Every subject of Uncle 
Sam has had almost 18 months to 
cogitate over just how the hero of 
Manila should be welcomed home; and 
when an American thinks a year and a 
half over a thing it is going to be 
startling to say the least. 


The welcome to Dewey will in every 


sense be national, but, for obvious rea- 
sons, every one in the nation cannot 
take a direct and active part in it. New 
York, therefore, as the great gateway of 
America, will be the special scene of 
activities, as it will be at New York 
that the returning admiral will first 
land. There will be other festivals at 
other places, and from Maine to Cali- 
fornia the triumphant American eagle 
will preen her exultant bosom and 
scream with delight, but the one par- 
ticular scream which is going to make 
the welkin ring is to float up from New 
Tork. 


The celebration will begin on the 


evening of Thursday, Sept. 28, when, as 
is well known, the Olympia is expected 
to be seen nosing her way up past 
Sandy Hook. When that occurs, all the 
United States is going to turn a hand- 
spring. Should the Olympia come ear- 
lier than Thursday, 
it will be a 


surprise to every man who under- 
stands Admiral Dewey, for the ad- 
miral knows when 
he 
is 
wanted, 


and has the habit of appearing just 
when that is the case and not before. 
Should the Olympia, on the other hand, 
not appear at the appointed moment, a 
few million people will realize that it 
was because of a power greater than 
man's. 


"When 
the 
huge 
engines of 
the 


Olympia slow down and she drops her 
great anchor and swings at rest in 
lower New York bay, a long quiescent 
Miss Columbia will jump to her feet. 
Then the people will see what a lively 
girl this same Miss Columbia can be 
when she gets started, for from Ward's 
Island to Grant's tomb the commercial 
capital of the new world will blaze up 
In a sudden fury of fiery welcome. All 
along the Jersey coast and down Long 
Island there will be displays of fire- 
works, while from Governors island 
and Liberty island there will also 
burst up a sudden volcano of pyro- 
technics. 
In the meantime the great 


electric sign will flare out on Brooklyn 
bridge "Welcome Dewey" and a hun- 
dred dazzling searchlights will sweep 
the waters of the Hudson, the East 
river and the upper bay, all resplendent 
with the ruddy glow of "red fire." 


What the Olympia lads will think of 


this outburst it is impossible to say, 
for, warm as they may anticipate their 
•welcome home will be, they can hardly 
be expecting to be greeted by $15,000 
Worth of fireworks in one night. 


But Thursday evening's proceedings 


will be merely an overture to the two 
days' celebrating which is to follow 
the first arrival of the Olympia. Fri- 
day, the 29th, is to b« the great day of 
the reception, and early on the morning 
of that day the Olympia will lift anchor 
and steam slowly up the Narrows to 
Join Admiral Sampson's North Atlantic 
squadron, which will await Dewey oft 
Tompkinsville. As the Olympia passes 
up the bay the heavy guns of Fort 
Hamilton and Fort Wadsworth will fire 
a salute, and one can imagine the 
cheers of the Jackies when the flagship 


of the world's first aumirul passes down 
the two wide 
lines of the awaiting 


squadron. The steamers and tugs of 
the harbor will join in the general ju- 
bilation, and when the Olympia has 
run the gantlet of Sampson's ships she 
will anchor at the head of the line and 
then the official and formal welcoming 
of Dewey will take place. This will be 
performed by Rear Admiral Sampson, 
who will go aboard the Olympia and ex- 
tend to the returning admiral the good 
wishes of the navy and the government. 


After these formalities have been per- 


formed the great naval parade will take 
place. In this parade the Olympia, 
with the entire North Atlantic squad- 


j ron as escort, will steam slowly up from 
j Tompkinsville to the North river, where 
the whole fleet will proceed as far up 
the water front as Grant's tomb. The 
concentrated position of so many vast 
fighting machines and their numerous 
evolutions as they file up the Hudson 
will make a very beautiful sight. It 
has been decided that it will be just 
before reaching Grant's tomb that the 
Olympia will fire the customary salute, 
after which she will come to anchor 
to the sound of booming guns and the 
b/are of brass bands. 


AH this time the only sight the thou- 


sands of watching people will get of the 
hero of Manila Bay will be a very dis- 
tant one, as the admiral is not to land 
before Saturday morning, the day of 
the great land parade. When this gi- 
gantic parade takes place, Dewey and 
his men will begin to realize just what 
Uncle Sam thinks of his sailor boys. 
The sights that will meet the eyes of 
those sailor boys will be wonderful in- 
deed. It has been estimated that no 
less than $6,000,000 has been expended 
in different ways on the Dewey wel- 
come. The Washington centennial in- 
auguration celebration of the last dec- 
ade has hitherto been regarded as the 
ne plus "ultra of all such things in this 
hemisphere. 
At this centennial there 


was expended in round numbers $2,- 
000,000. 
The preparations which have- 


just been taking place in New York 
city, however, have quite overshadowed 
those of the Washington celebration, 
and every decorating establishment in 
Manhattan has been working overtime 
trying to fill orders. 


The extraordinary feature of the 


Dewey reception is that the decoration 
of civic buildings, private houses, ho- 
tels, shops, and even churches, will be 
on a plan more elaborate than ever be- 
fore. It has been customary on such 
occasions to decorate only those houses 
and buildings which happen to be on 
the direct line of the parade, but this 
time no such limitations will be observ- 
ed. New York will have on a gala dress 
unknown before in the history of any 
city. The one special feature of this 
gala dress w:ill be the Dewey arch,; 
which is now nearing completion on" 
Madison square, just where Fifth nve- 
nue, Broadway and Twenty-fourth street 
intersect. This arch is said to resemble 
somewhat the famous Titus arch of 
Rome. 
It will be, however, a more 


transient affair than its Roman proto- 
type, for no "immemorial marble" has 
been used in its construction. This tri- 
umphal arch is made of white stucco 
and is handsomely ornamented with 
figures of appropriate design. 


These figures represent the ascer.d- 


ancy of the United States as a mari- 
time nation, symbolized by four groups, 
bold in design and poetic in conception. 
One group represents Patriotism, or, 
the call to arms. The second group 
typifies War, or, the fight with the 
enemy. The third group stands for the 
Return, which, of course, means the 
homecoming of the victorious fighter, 
while the fourth and last group will 
show the dawn of Peace, the returned 
volunteers again taking up the peaceful 
occupations of their home life. 
Ex- 


tending on either side of the arch there 
is a double line of ornate columns, con- 
stituting a fit approach to the one cen- 
tral piece. The different groups on this 
central arch are treated in an allegor- 
ical way, but have in the foreground 
certain realistic groups. These will 
contain such portrait figures as Farra- 
gut, Decatur, Paul Jones, Perry, Foote, 
Hull, Gushing, Porter and MacDonald. 
Besides these there will be medallions 
of other naval heroes who could not be 
included in such heroic groupings, each 
figure being 12 feet in height. 
More 


than two dozen of the most efficient 
artists of New York have been at work 
upon this arch for some limp, and, 
while its nominal cost is reckoned at 
$26,500, its actual value is many times 
that modest figure. On it the four 
spandrels over the main archway will 
be taken up with figures typifying the 
Atlantic and the Pacific on the one 
hand and the North and the East rivers 
on the other. The argument of such 
an arrangement is, of course, the im- 
portant maritime position of New York 
as the doorway of the new world. In 
addition to this the arch itself will be 


surmounted by four sea horses draw- 
ing a wing-prowed ship containing a 
figure of Victory. On the whole, the 
arch is one of the most beautiful struc- 
tures of its kind ever put up in Amer- 
ica, many of our best artists and sculp- 
tors having gladly volunteered their 
services to their country. 


Besides this one great arch there have 


two of the first mentioned having in- 
vested over $10,000 for the gala day 
embellishment of their buildings from 
roof to basement with bunting, flags 
land the national colors. The great de- 
jmand for bunting and turkey red and 
blue has caused the prices of these ma- 
| terials to go up considerably, and it is 
! expected that even the present prices 


of their own. Brooklyn bridge will be 
the center of attraction, and it is said 
that the electrical display which will 
flare up along its many stringers on the 
night of Sept. 28 will be visible in all 
directions for over GO miles. Before the

been smaller affairs of a like kind erect- 
ed by individuals and clubs, to say 
nothing of the two huge columns which 
have been put up in Brooklyn, and 
which may be seen from all parts of the 
harbor. 


It has been estimated that 20,000,000 


yards of bunting will be in use to cele- 
Drate Dewey's return. Orders for the 
decoration of residences and other 
buildings have been given with a 
prodigality that is unprecedented. The 
big insurance companies and the clubs 
and hotels of Manhattan have expend- 
ed large sums for decorations, one or 


will be doubled before the celebrations 
shall have come and gone. Even hard- 
ware and grocery stores are now dis- 
pensing these gay colored fabrics, and 
establishments that never before han- 
dled such things are selling hundreds 
of flags and emblems. 


By no means the most insignificant 


part of the programme will be the pyro- 
technic and 
electrical display. 
Al- 


though something less than $15,000 will 
be officially expended on fireworks, it is 
expected lhat many times that amount I 
will bo spent by patriotically inclined | 
citizens for little pyrotechnical displays | 


which will swing in liquid fire from the 
center of the great bridge, which, from 
the distance, will seem like a vast cob- 
web of many colored lights. Each let- 
ter will be 36 feet in height and the en- 
tire device will be 300 feet in length. 
Nearly 10,000 arc lamps will be alight 
on the bridge. On each of the four tow- 
ers strong searchlights will be in serv- 
ice, and, taken altogether, this will be 
the greatest electrical display of the 
kind the world has ever seen. 


Besides the bridge illuminations there 


will be equally splendid displays on 
land. At the Battery there will be sta- 


tioned six floats of fireworks. New 
York's old city hall will be weighed 
down with enough electric light bulbs 
to illumine the whole dark continent, 
and strings of many colored electric 
lamps will be festooned from every tow- 
er and tree about the park in front of 
the hall. The same designs will be car- 
ried out in connection with the Brook- 
lyn municipal building decorations, 
while two long processions or fire floats 
will parade both the North and East 
rivers, so if Gothamites do not go about 
for several weeks suffering from acute 
ophthalmia it will not be the fault of 
the Dewey reception committee. 


The 
different 
railway 
companies 


operating ferries about the harbor have 
entered enthusiastically into the plan, 
and every scow, barge, tug and car 
ferry afloat will seem like a floating 
garden of fairylike lights. 
Private 


yachts and excursion boats will be the 
same, and, under a rain of rockets and 
Roman candles, the entire lower part 
of New York, the Battery and the in- 
ner bay will look like a jubilant inferno. 
There will also be floats laden with 
hundreds of young voices singing na- 
tional airs. 
Just what plans many of the private 


concerns and different individuals in- 
tend to carry out are not yet known, 
as these are kept secret until the fit 
and proper time for Springing them on 
an astounded public. It is known, hew- 
ever, that every electrician in Greater 
New York is as present working over- 
time and that enough electricity will 
be expended during the three nights 
of the celebration to light every child 
in. the "United States to bed for the 
next two years. 
Just how many thousand, or, rather, 


million, people will congregate in Man- 
hattan and line the banks and wharves 
along the Hudson and the bay to wit- 
ness the return of Dewey it is impos- 
sible to say. Military delegates are 
coming all the way from Texas and 
Florida, and throughout the west Bew- 
ey reception clubs have been formed. 
Agents and special commissioners have 
been in New York for some time trying 
to arrange for space and accommoda- 
tion for the great crowds that wrill ccT>e 
east and excursion trains are announc- 
ed from all parts of the country. It has 
been found that New York can accom- 
modate as many as 1,500,000 guests 
at a pinch, and it is felt that many 
more than this number will be here to 
help welcome Dewey. Just where they 
will all be stowed away is a difficult 
question to answer, but there will cer- 
tainly have to be a great deal of dou- 
bling up in the city for a few nights. 
New York hotels are the largest and 
the best in the world, but on this oc- 
casion they have been taxed to their 
uttermost, and already it is no easy 
thing to secure a room or bed. The re- 
sult has been that the hotel manager 
has been forced to call to his assistance 
the long abused and much maligned 
landlady and boarding house keeper. 
Lodging houses and apartment lofta 
will be in communication with dif- 
ferent hotels, and to these the overflow 
crowds will be sent for accommodation. 
In this way all the visitors to New 
York 
will 
find 
accommodation of 


«, more or less suitable kind. On the 
whole, it will be one of the most repre- 
sentatively American crowds 
which 


ever came together in one city. Every 
member of that great army of onlookers 
will come intent on just one thing, and 
that one thing is to help to welcome 


• Dewey. He will be willing to put up 
| with a lot of crowding and jostling a.nd 
patient waiting, for he knows that he 
is going to see sights the like of which 
he will probably never see again in all 
his life. It is not every day an Amer- 
ican admiral can find a Montijo to 
blow up, so the people of this republic 
are going to make the most of it.

place all good Americans will remem-

Inspector Charles A. Dam of this city 
as brought an interesting 
charge 


against the Pontoosuc woolen, manu- 
facturing company of Pittsfield. It is 
Mr. Dam's duty to see that the labor 
laws are enforced in all manufacturing 
establishments in his district, and the 
charge he brings against the Pittsfield 
company is that they ran their mill on a 
Saturday afternoon, in violation of the 
state law regulating the hours of labor, 
thereby employing women and minors 
unlawfully. 
The law requires 
that 


mills be run according to a schedule 
posted in the establishment, and for- 
bids the making up of lost time unless 
the time was lost by 
unavoidable 


cause. The Pittsfield mill suspended 
operations for" the siake of the agri- 
-cultural fair and ran the Saturday af- 
ternoon following. Hence the charge. 


The ca?e has been presented in the 


Piltsfield court and the court has re- 
sprved judgment. The defense was that 
the company believed they were operat- 
ing within the law inasmuch as they 
notified Inspector Dam. of their inten- 
tion of making up lost time; that the 
operatives were perfectly willing to 
work on the Saturday afternoon they 
•were employed. Neither of the main 
points of the defense seems to meet 
the1 case. It is only in cases of loss of 
time by unavoidable causes that mills 
may make up the time lost, and in. pro- 
ceeding to make up the time they are 
required to notify the inspector so that 


Jif* may make such investigation in the- 
interest of law as seoms to him ad- 
visable. 
The notification dops not in 


any way stand for pcimission. 
The 


consent of the employes ha,s no bearing 
on the case, for the simple reason that 
no person's consent can takf lh«* place 
of law. Thf^ law on this matter is em- 
phatic and does not say that mills may 
run any hours thoy choose providing 
they have- the consent of the persons 
they employ. 


A case in point was that of the Grin- 


nell Man ufa/luring- company of New 
Bedford, who, in 1W%, were fined $200. 
The charge was that the company vio- 
lated the- law by employing1 four women 
for four and a half hours on a Satur- 
day afternoon when the closing time of 
the mill was 12 o'clock, noon. 
The 


company pleaded guilty and asked for 
the minimum penalty, which was $50 
for every woman so employed. 


Thi« Infraction of the law was to 


make up for tho stoppage on Thanks- 
giving flay.

Teachers Declaration of Principles 


The following is an extract from the 


report of the committee on resolutions 
as adopted by the national educational 
association at its meeting in Los Ange- 
les, Cal., July 14, 1899: 


The National Educational association 


assembled in its 38th annual convention 
and representing in the largest sense 
the teachers of the United States, 
makes the following declaration of prin- 
ciples: We reaffirm our belief that the 
course of education, despite difficulties, 
doubts and discouragements, is steadily 
upward and onward. The year -which 
has passed ha* been one of genuine 
progress. Sound educational ideals are 
more firmly established, the benefits of 
school and college education are more 
widely diffused, the work of teaching is 
more intelligent and successful, the 
teachers themselves constantly grow 
more earnest and more studious. The 
one dark page in the history of the year 
is that which records interference with 
the work of public education, and at- 
tacks, successful and unsuccessful,made 
upon it by political traders and spoil 
seekers. We appeal to the public and 
to the press to resist, to resent and to 
punish these attacks, and we pledge our 
best efforts to the absolutely non-polit- 
ical and non-secta.rian conduct of the 
work entrusted to us. 


We record with gratitude our sense 


of obligation to those noble men and 
women t\ ho have held out a generous 
hand to education north, south, east 
and west, and who by their gifts and 
endowments, have added so much to 
the strengthening and upbuilding of the 
various types of educational institu- 
tions, general and special, elementary 
and higher, throughout the land. The 
influence of their example is widespread 
and the effectiveness of their gifts is 
incalculable. 


We emphasize once more the function 


of the school, as a community center, 
to draw to itself the children and the 
parents for gatherings which reflect the 
life of the people and/which give it in- 
spiration. Particularly in close asso- 
ciation with the library, the school 
should make itself felt in shaping the 
thought of the eople in ways and by 
methods which lie outside of the scope 
of formal instruction. 


We support cordia.lly every effort to 


elevate the- profession of teaching by 
raising the standards for entrance to it, 
by promoting educational scholarship, 
and by providing stability of tenure and 
for adequate compensation. We are 
prepared to accept the com piemen taiy 
principle, that inefficient and incompe- 
tent teachers must yield to the profes- 
sional judgment which asks their re- 
tirement from the school; and we de- 
plore any and every attempt, organized 
or otherwise, to protect such teachers 
in their posts by influence, whether 
personal or political. 


We wish by every legitimate means 


to aid the invaluable work of the Buj 


reau of Education, and we ask that it 
be given such support by congress as 
will enable it to perform, with fullest 
efficiency, the tasks entrusted to it. 
We recognize, perhaps more fully than 
do others, the va.lue of the statistics of 
education collected In the census of 
1890, ami we earnest urge upon the 
director of the forthcoming census the 
desirability of carrying on anew the 
lines of inquiry then pur.sv.od, together 
with such additions and

THE MAKING OF POISON. 


A Factory Where the Most Deadly Drn~3 


Are Prepared. 


In London is a strange establishment, 


behind a wilderness of warehouses and 
tumbledown tenements, in a remote 
suburb. Its massive gates aie locked arrl 
jealously guarded. A visitor must not 
only be careful where he steps and re- 
frain from touching, he must also 
breathe with great caution. One of the 
terrible poisons manufactured here is 
pure anhydrous acid, a drag seldom 
seen outside a chemical laboratory. This 
is the deadliest of all known poisons. 
The discoverer was stricken dead from 
inhaling ito fumes. From 3 to 5 per 
cent of this chemical added to 95 or 97 
parts of water makes prnssic acid. This 
diluted poison causes instant death, 
even when taken in minute quantities. 


Next to anhydrous acid, the worst 


poison they make is cyanide of potas- 
sium. Last year they turned out over 
1,000 tons of it. Five grains being a 
fatal dose, the annual output would be 
sufficient to kill 2,500,000 people. In 
the workroom, where men are gathered 
around a witch's caldron containing 
over a hundred weight of molteu cya- 
nide, a strange picture is presented. 
The seething mass of white hot liquid 
poison, with the lambent play of tho 
furnace fires, the phantom faces of the 
workmen, enveloped in an uncanny 
looking glass mask, peering into the 
heart of the dreadful mixture through 
the thick atmosphere, are a terrible 
sight. In another room, where are tons 
of the finished product, looking like 
crystalized sugar, "good enough to 
eat," one man is never allowed alone. 
For some inexplicable reason it exer- 
cises a strange fascination for the men 
who inhale its fnmes. They are haunt- 
ed by a desire to eat it. But, knowing 
that satisfying the craving means in- 
stant death, most, but not all, are able 
to resist it. Aside from this fascination 
its manufacture is not considered un- 
healthy. 
The same cannot be said of 


corrosive sublimate. Its fumes are dead- 
ly.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

He should be a man 
with intuitions and ought to be able to 
decide almost at a glance whether a pa- 
tient is suffering from brain trouble or 
alcoholism. 


There have been of lato a great many 


instances where this mistake has been 
made, and it is by no means creditable 
to the hospital authorities when such 
blunders are made. 


One of the latest, exploits of a hospi- 


tal doctor was to order a cold bath for a 
consumptive patient, who showed some 
symptoms of hysteria. Shortly after the 
bath the woman died. Just why a doc- 
tor should order such treatment com- 
mon sense as well as tho medical pro- 
fession would like very much to know. 


Hospitals are in the main supporlcd 


by the people, and the people have a 
right to good treatment and counesy at 
the hands of those who are put in 
charge of such institutions. Failing to 
receive this, tho public has also the 
right to demand an investigation of the 
situation aud to demand the punish- 
ment of those who are guilty of such 
unprofessional aud inhuman conduct 
and that their places be filled by those 
who are more intelligent aud better fit- 
ted for the duties and responsibilities of 
Buch a place.—New York Ledger.

ANOTHER GREENLAND. 


Explorer Borchgrcvink'g Firm Belief In 


an Antarctic Continent. 


In The Strand Magazine 0. E. Boroh- 


prevink reviews briefly the results of 
his visit to South Victoria Land in 1895. 
Ho says: 


"In my opinion the great southern 


continent is the Greenland of the south, 
with just as many possibilities. I do 
fully believe that hitherto unknown 
nnirnal life will be found on South Vic- 
toria Land. 
Captain Larseri on the 


whaler Jason brought back petrified 
wood from Graham Land, south of Cape 
Horn, which fact, of course, proves great 
climatic changes in those regions dur- 
ing succeeding periods. As our knowl- 
edge of the great southern continent 
now stands, we must believe it really 
to be a continent, and not a mere accu- 
mulation of islands, as well from the 
appearance of tho land, as it has been 
sighted nearly all round, as also from 
eea soundings, and last, but not least, 
from the nature of those specimens of 
rocks which I brought back with me 
from Victoria Laud. If it is all land, 
it is probabiy of an area twice the size 
of Australia. 


"Already the first night of Victoria 


Land convinces one that it is of volcan- 
ic origin. The volcanoes of Victoria 
Land show a tendency to follow the 
same line. 
From Mount Sabiue to 


Mount Melbourne the trend is south- 
southwesterly. Mount Erebus and Mount 
Terror lie almost due south of Mount 
Sabine. Farther north from Mount Sa- 
bine the preat enrth fold, on the septnm 
of which this chain of volcanoes is sit- 
uated, probably bends a little westward, 
as shown partly by the surroundings, 
partly by the position of Balleny is- 
land. Northwest of Balleny island the 
great fold trends perhaps to the knot- 
ting point between the Tasmanian axis 
of folding and that of New Zealand, the 
former, perhaps, running through Roy- 
al Company island, and the latter 
through or near Auckland island and 
Macqnarie island. The knotting point 
would probably be somewhere (approx- 
imately) near the intersection of the six- 
tieth parallel of south latitude with 
the one hundred and fiftieth meridian 
of longitude east from • Greenwich. 
It 


would just join the line of extinct vol- 
canoes along east Australia on the wo'st, 
and, perhaps, the active volcanic zone 
of the North island of New Zealand, or, 
at all events, the fold which bounds 
that continent on the east. 


"Traced in the opposite direction, 


the volcanic zone probably runs through 
Seal islauds, the active volcanoes of 
Christenseu and Sarsee, and through 
Mount Haddington, an extinct volcano 
in Trinity Laud, to Paulet and Bridg- 
man islands, active volcanoes."
